FOR    THE    SCHOOL    DISTRICT    OF    THE    TOWN    OF 
GILMANTON. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Gilmanton: — 

The  number  of  schools  supported  by  the  town  district  during 
the  year  has  been  seventeen. 

The  Kelley  school,  No.  1;  Potter,  No.  2;  Hall's  Hill,  No.  3; 
Fond,  No.  4;  Smith  Meeting  House,  No.  5;  Cogswell,  No.  G; 
Lougeetown,  No.  7;  Allen's  Mills,  No.  8;  Corner,  No.  9;  San- 
born, No.  10;  Gale,  No.  11;  Guinea  Ridge,  No.  12;  Jones'  Mills, 
No.  13;  Griffin,  No.  14;  Parish,  No.  15;  Lamprey,  No.  17;  Iron 
Works,  No.  18. 

Following  is  a  brief  presentation  of  each  school: 

Xo.  1. — Kelley  District. 

Summer  term  of  eight  weeks,  winter  term  of  nine  weeks,  both 
taught  by  Mrs.  Etta  M.  Oilman. 

This  school  is  evidently  taking  an  advanced  position  as  com- 
pared with  other  schools  in  town,  in  literary  attainments,  in  the 
unanimity  of  efforts  for  the  best  good  of  the  school  and  in  mani- 
festing a  just  appreciation  of  the  rare  privileges  it  is  enjoying. 
The  advancement  of  this  school  was  all  that  its  friends  could  ex- 
pect.    <  )rder  perfect. 

Rhetorical  exercises  unusually  interesting  from  the  fact  that 
every  member  of  the  school  participated.  P. 

Number  of  visitors,  first  term,  15;  second  term,  25. 

No.  2— Potter  District. 

Summer  term  of  eight  weeks  taught  by  Miss  Alice  M.  Ayer. 

This  teacher  possesses  many  qualifications  requisite  in  a  suc- 
cessful teacher.  She  has  a  rare  faculty  of  gaining  the  good  will 
of  her  pupils  and  also  the  more  essential  faculty  of  holding  the 
respect  and  cheerful  obedience  of  her  scholars  to  the  close  of  the 
term. 

Her  manner  of  conducting  recitations  is  such,  that  she  at  once 
enlists  the  interests  of  the  class,  and  her  explanations  and  illus- 
trations are  so  plain  and  interesting  that  the  closest  attention  is 
observed  to  the  close. 
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Although  her  efforts  and  labcrs  were  in  a  house  not  supplied 
with  the  modern  arrangements  and  improvements  that  many  of 
our  school  rooms  are  now  blessed  with,  yet  the  advancement  was 
satisfactory  not  only  to  your  committee,  but  I  think  to  every 
family  in  the  district,  who,  I  am  happy  to  say,  were  represented 
at  the  closing  examination. 

This  district  deserves  better  school  accommodations  for  their 
children: 

Winter  term  of  eight  weeks,  taught  by  Mrs.  A.  M.  Potter. 
Children  do  not  readily  and  fully  transfer  the  love  and  affection 
formed  for  one  teacher,  to  that  teacher's  successor:  but  in  this 
school  the  transition  was  brief  and  complete  as  shown,  not  only 
by  the  unanimity  of  effort  on  the  part  of  teacher  and  scholars, 
but  by  the  substantial  improvement  made.  Mrs.  Potter  is  tho- 
roughly qualified  for  the  vocation  of  teacher,  having  had  several 
years  of  valuable  and  successful  experience.  P. 

No.  of  visitors  first  term.  29  ;  second  term,  15. 

No.  3.— Hall's  Hill. 

Summer  term  of  eight  weeks,  winter  term  of  ten  weeks,  taught 
by  Mrs.  Charlotte  J.  Collins,  a  resident  of  the  district,  who  has 
had  the  position  of  teacher  in  this  district  many  terms,  and  al- 
ways given   perfect  satisfaction. 

This  school  has  labored  under  great  disadvantages  for  several 
years  past,  in  being  compelled  to  hold  its  sessions  in  a  room  de- 
cidedly unfit  for  the  purposes  of  a  school.  We  are  happy  to  be 
able  to  report,  that  by  the  generosity  of  the  town  district,  we  have 
been  able  to  erect  the  past  year,  at  an  expense  of  about  $600,  a 
comfortable,  convenient  and  commodious  school  building  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  children  and  youth  in  this  part  of  the  dis- 
trict. 

This  school,  the  past  year  has  made  commendable  improve- 
ment. Here  are  some  fine  scholars  in  this  school  and  some  well 
advanced. 

No.  visitors  first  lerm,  i>;  second  term.  7.  1'. 

Xo.  4— Pond. 

One  term  of  ten  weeks,  taught  by  Miss  May  C.  Osborn.  This 
school  was  composed  of  the  children  in  No.  4  and  some  from 
Nos.  5  and  14,  thereby  constituting  a  very  respectable  school  as 
regards  numbers  and  attainments. 

Miss  Osborn  is  a  very  efficient  teacher;  laboring  hard  for  the 
advancement  of  her  pupils  and  with  a  marked  degree  of  success 
as  shown  by  the  profficiency  of  the  school  at  the  closing  exami- 
nation. 

Rhetorical  exercises  very  interesting.     Order  good. 

Number  of  visitors,  33.  I\ 
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No.  5 — Stnitlt  Meeting  House. 

Summer  term  of  eight  weeks  taught  by  Miss  Josie  H.  Cook. 

This  was  Miss  Cook's  first  experience  in  teaching.  At  ray 
first  and  only  visit  to  this  school,  I  was  very  much  pleased  to 
notice  the  remarkably  good  judgment  displayed  in  her  manage- 
ment of  the  school ;  her  quiet,  ladjT-like  ways  are  just  suited  to 
win  the  love  and  respect  of  her  scholars. 

Of  the  advancement  of  the  school  I  am  unable  to  report,  not 
having  visited  it  but  once,  but  from  inquiries  made  in  the  dis- 
trict I  feel  warranted  in  saying  it  was  a  successful  term. 

Winter  term  of  nine  weeks,  taught  by  Frank  N.  Merrill.  Mr. 
Merrill  has  taught  in  this  district  several  terms  and  has  given 
good  satisfaction  so  far  as  I  am  aware.  He  manifests  much  in- 
terest in  the  advancement  of  his  classes,  and  labors  witfc  much 
zeal  for  the  intellectual  progress  of  his  school. 

No.  visitors  first  term,  14  ;  second  term,  9.  P. 

No.  6 — Cogswell. 

Summer  term  of  nine  weeks  taught  by  Miss  Alice  L.  Parsons. 

This  being  her  first  experience  and  in  her  own  district  and  for 
scholars  her  former  schoolmates,  I  was  fearful  that  her  efforts 
might  not  be  attended  with  success,  but  I  am  pleased  to  report 
that  my  fears  were  groundless,  for  the  school  at  its  close  gave 
evidence  of  much  profitable  work  on  the  part  of  the  teacher  with 
corresponding  effort  on  the  part  of  the  scholars. 

Order  perfect. 

Fall  term  of  nine  weeks,  taught  by  Miss  Ali^e  M.  Ayer. 

In  this  school  Miss  Ayer  discharged  her  duties  with  a  consci- 
entious regard  for  the  best  interests  of  the  school,  and  a  realiz- 
ing sense  of  the  responsible  position  she  occupies. 

This  school  is  advancing  satisfactorily  and  compares  favorably 
with  other  schools  in  town. 

The  parents  in  this  district  express  the  interest  they  take  in 
the  intellectual  welfare  of  their  children,  by  visiting  their  school 
occasionally  and  speaking  words  of  encouragement. 

No.  visitors  first  term,  8 ;  second  term,  12.  P. 

No.  7 — Lougeetown. 

Summer  term  of  seven  weeks;  Fall  term  of  ten  weeks,  both 
taught  by  Miss  Carrie  M.  Sargent. 

This  is  a  small  school,  yet  under  Miss  Sargent's  care  and  di- 
rection the  school  made  a  very  favorable  showing,  and  the  clos- 
ing exercises  of  both  terms  were  rendered  quite  interesting.  One 
very  noticeable  feature  in  this  school  was  thoroughness,  every 
class  seemed  to  readily  understand  all  that  had  been  passed  over 
during  the  term. 

Order  satisfactory. 
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School  house  in  this  district  needs  a  thorough  renovation. 
No.  visitors  first  terra,  7;    second  term,  10.  P. 

No.  8— Allen's  Mills. 

Summer  term  of  seven  weeks  taught  hy  Miss  Myrtie  E.  Bick- 
ford  a  teacher  of  some  experience.  This  school  is  very  small, 
and  composed  mostly  of  small  scholars  ;  yet  Miss  Bickford  made 
it  a  very  interesting  and  profitable  term.  Order  good.  Im- 
provement all  that  could  be  expected  of  such  young  scholars,  in 
so  short  a  time. 

Fall  term  of  nine  weeks  taught  hy  Miss  Annie  E.  Weeks,  a 
resident  of  the  district. 

Having  had  charge  of  this  school  before,  she  well  understood 
the  requirements  of  the  scholars,  and  under  her  careful  teaching 
the  school  was  a  successful  one. 

Satisfactory  progress  was  made. 

No.  visitors  first  term,  12;  second  term.  14.  T. 

No.  9 — Corner. 

Summer  term  of  nine  and  Fall  terra  of  ten  weeks,  both  taught 
by  Miss  Olive  E  Sanborn  an  experienced  and  successful  teacher. 

This  is  next  to  the  largest  school  in  town  and  composed  of 
scholars  of  all  ages,  making  it  necessary  to  have  a  large  number 
of  classes,  requiring  a  teacher  of  tact  ami  ability  to  do  justice  t" 
each. 

Miss  Sanborn  is  an  earnest  worker,  a  faithful  and  conscien- 
tious teacher.  The  school  under  her  charge  made  rapid  and 
thorough  progress. 

The  closing  exercises  of  both  terms  were  very  interesting  and 
were  witnessed  by  a  large  number  of  parents  and  friends  of  the 
school. 

The  classes  all  did  well;  classes  in  spelling  and  arithmetic  de- 
serving of  especial  mention. 

Rhetorical  exercises  were  well  committed  and  nicely  rendered, 
reflecting  credit  on  both  teacher  and  scholars. 

At  the  close  of  the  fall  term  the  teacher  was  presented  with  a 
very  beautiful  napkin  ring  from  the  scholars,  as  a  token  of  their 
love  and  respect. 

No.  visitors  first  terra,  24;  second  term.  25.  T. 

No.  10. — Sanborn. 

Summer  term  of  seven  weeks.  Miss  Annie  E.  Weeks  teacher. 
A  small  school  but  by  no  means  an  uninteresting  one. 

The  schoolroom  appeared  quiet  and  orderly,  and  the  scholars 
studious.  V>y  the  earnest  effort  and  kind  encouragement  of  the 
teacher  good  advancement  was  made  in  all  the  studies. 

Tiie  closing  exercises  were  interesting  and  witnessed  by  a 
goodly  number  of  visitors. 
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Fall  term  of  nine  weeks  taught  by  Miss  Susie  A.  Smith,  a 
teacher  of  recognized  ability. 

Her  school  was  a  very  pleasant  one;  love  and  good-wil!  ex- 
isted between  teacher  and  scholars. 

The  closing  examination  gave  evidence  of  faithful  work. 

Miss  Smith  allows  no  lesson  to  be  passed  over  without  being 
perfectly  learned  and  thoroughly  understood  The  classes  were 
all  thorough  as  far  as  the}7  went;  classes  in  physiology  and 
grammar  very  interesting.  Rhetorical  exercises  were  worthy 
of  much  praise. 

The  parevts  and  friends  present  at  the  closing  examination 
appeared  very  much  interested  in  the  exercises. 

The  teacher  says:  "I  found  this  school  elcelled  any  school  I 
have  taught  in  the  town  of  Gilmanton  in  manner  of  study,  de- 
portment and  whispering.  Not  one  whispered  or  asked  to  speak 
during  the  term.  Every  pupil  was  ever  ready  to  perform,  the 
best  they  could  the  task  assigned  them,  cheerfully;  also  the 
parents  often  visited  the  school,  giving  it  a  new  interest  and 
also  pleasure  to  the  teacher." 

Miss  Smith  made  of  this  a  model  school. 

Xo.  visitors  first  teim,  30;  second  term.  11.  T. 

No.  11—  Gale. 

Summer  term  of  seven  weeks,  taught  by  Miss  Minnie  Nelson. 
Without  doing  injustice  to  any  other  school  or  detracting  from 
the  merits  of  :iny  teacher  in  town  I  can  pronounce  this  a  model 
school.  Every  thing  in  the  school  room  moved  in  that  precise, 
quiet  and  harmonious  manner  so  pleasing  to  parents  and  friends 
of  our  district  schools.  Miss  Nelson  is  thoroughly  qualified 
for  the  position  of  teacher  of  children  and  youth; — kind  and 
considerate  in  her  intercourse  with  her  pupils,  mild  in  her  dis- 
cipline, always  listening  to  their  requests  with  a  pleasant  look 
and  an  encouraging  word. 

There  were  some  cases  of  very  marked  improvement,  while 
every  scholar  in  the  school  did  well.  The  closing  exam 'nation 
and  especially  the  rhetorical  exercises  were  very  interesting. 
The  parents  in  this  district  take  a  lively  interest  in  the  prosperi- 
ty and  advancement  of  their  school.  Although  not  present  with 
your  committee,  I  learn  that  there  was  a  general  attendance  of 
the  parents  on  the  day  following — the  closing  day  of  the  term. 

Fall  term  of  ten  weeks  taught  by  Josie  H.  Cook.  The  same 
good  judgment  in  the  management  of  her  school — the  same 
kind  treatment  of  the  children  under  her  care — the  same 
pleasant  and  lady-like  deportment  in  the  school  room,  noticed  in 
her  school  in  the  -'meeting  house"  district,  was  very  apparent 
in  this  school.  She  had  the  advantage  of  one  term's  experience 
and  also  of  succeeding  a  very  efficient  teacher,  which  assisted 
to  render  the.  term  a  very  successful  one. 

No.  visitors*  first  term,  15;   second  term,  11.  P. 
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No.  12 — Guinea  Ridge. 

Summer  term  of  seven  weeks,  fall  term  of  nine  weeks,  both 
taught  by  Miss  Abbie  L.  Lougee,  a  teacher  of  some  considerable 
experience,  having  taught  one  or  more  terms  in  several  districts 
in  town. 

This  is  the  smallest  school  in  town — too  small  to  warrant  the 
school  board  in  continuing  a  school  in  the  future,  unless  there 
is  a  change-in  the  number  of  scholars.  At  the  present  time 
there  are  only  two  resident  scholars  of  school  age  in  the  district, 
one  of  whom  can  be  very  well  accommodated  at  a  neighboring 
district;  the  other  must  be  provided  for  in  some  way  mutually 
agreed  upon  by  the  parents  and  the  school  board. 

The  advancement  in  this  school  the  past  year,  as  a  matter  of 
course,  there  being  so  few  scholars,  was  very   satisfactory. 

No.  visitors  first  term,  4;  second.  5.  P- 

No.  13 — Tones'  Mills. 

Summer  term  of  nine  weeks,  taught  by  Miss  Fannie  B.  Paige. 
This  was  her  first  school. 

This  is  one  of  our  largest  schools,  and  under  the  circum- 
stances might  prove  somewhat  difficult  for  a  young  teacher  with- 
out previous  experience. 

Miss  Paige  labored  earnestly  for  the  best  good  of  those  under 
her  charge  and  I  think  with  good  success.  She  possesses  all 
the  qualifications  necessary  for  a  first-class  teacher.  It  the 
school  was  not  a  success  it  was  not  because  of  an)'  fault  of  the 
teacher.  T. 

Winter  term  of  ten  weeks,  taught  by  Miss  Susie  A.  Smith. 
Miss  Smith  informed  me  that  she  had  taught.  I  think,  eighteen 
terms  in  this  district  which  speaks  much  tor  the  intelligence 
and  good  judgment  of  the  citizens  of  this  community. 

The  order  in  this  school  was  perfect  and  obtained  without  any 
apparent  effort  on  the  part  of  the  teacher.  Every  recitation 
showed  thorough  drilling;  there  was  n©  superficial  work;  thor- 
oughness was  the  rule.  Classes  in  physiology  made  a  most 
excellent  showing.  I  should  pronounce  the  term  a  success;  the 
teacher  having  discharged  her  duty  to  the  pupils,  and  the 
scholars  evidently  did  their  best  to  assist  the  teacher  in  her 
arduous,  and  at  times,  trying  labors.  The  rhetorical  exercises 
were  a  very  pleasing  feature  of  the  examination,  and  were  much 
enjoyed  by  the  25  or  30  friends  that  kindly  came  in  to  cheer 
and  encourage  their  children,  and  express  their  appreciation  and 
their  high  regard  for  their  very  worthy  teacher.

No.  14— Griffin  District. 
Summer  term  of  seven  weeks,  taught  by  Miss  May  C.  Osborn. 
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Miss  Osborn  labored  earnest]}7  in  this  school,  and,  judging  from 
the  examination,  I  should  say  faithfully  for  the  advancement  of 
the  scholars. 

A  teacher  in  this  school  has  the  sympathy  and  co-operation  of 
the  parents;  not  being  compelled,  as  in  some  cases,  to  bear  the 
burden  alone;  and  for  the  want  of  such  sympathy  and  support 
meet  with  failure. 

If  a  teacher  is  not  successful  in  this  school  it  is  not  for  the 
want  of  kind  and  studious  scholars,  or  interested  and  apprecia- 
tive parents. 

The  closing  examination  was  highly  interesting  and  was  lis- 
tened to  by  some  twenty-five  friends  of  the  teacher  and   scholars. 

Winter  term  of  ten  weeks,  taught  by  Miss  Alice  M.  Aver. 
Miss  Ayer  has  taught  this  school  two  terms  previous  to  the  pres- 
ent, and  with  excellent  success,  there  always  existing  the  kindest 
of  feelings  between  teacher,  scholars  and  parents,  which  fact 
rendered  her  labors  during  the  present  term  very  light  and  pleas- 
ing. This  school  is  making  satisfactory  advancement.  Al- 
though the  school  is  small  there  are  some  fine  scholars  and  all 
are  trying  to  excel.     Visited  but  once  on  account  of  severe  storm.

JVo.  15 — Parish. 

One  term  of  ten  weeks,  Miss  Etta  M.  Oilman,  teacher.  This 
school  is  made  up  of  children  in  No.  15,  and  Nos.  1  and  2,  there- 
by forming  a  very  interesting  school  and  one  that  will  bear  com- 
parison with  any  other  school  in  town  as  to  literary  attainments 
and  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  various  branches  taught.  A 
class  of  four  young  men  in  book-keeping  made  a  very  good  show- 
ing, three  having  mastered  the  first  four  forms  in  single  entry, 
the  other  having  got  to  the  fourth  form;  their  records  were 
models  of  neatness,  but  very  few  errors  or  erasures  were  noticed. 
Classes  in  reading  excelled.  School  visited  at  close  by  parents 
and  friends.

These  schools  being  small  and  the  distance  between  them  not 
great  it  was  thought  best  to  combine  them,  thus  making  a  more 
interesting  and  profitable  school  for  all  concerned. 

Summer  term  of  seven,  and  fall  term  of  eleven  weeks,  taught 
lyv  Miss  Alice  E.  Abbott,  in  the  Lamprey  school-house.  This 
was  Miss  Abbott's  first  experience  as  a  teacher.  She  seemed 
anxious  to  perform  her  duties  in  the  school-room  faithfully.  She 
kept  a  good  school  and  gave  general  satisfaction.

Summer  term  of  ten  weeks,  taught  by  Miss  Susie  A.  Smith  of 
Worcester,  Mass.,  one  of  our  most  successful  and  experienced 
teachers,  having  taught  many  terms  in  town  in  previous  years, 
and  always  giving  perfect  satisfaction.  Miss  Smith  is  too  well 
known  and  appreciated  as  an  instructress  and  safe  guide  to  the 
youth  to  need  any  words  of  praise  from  me. 

Thoroughly  qualified  as  she  is  to  instruct,  possessing  a  large 
fund  of  information  gathered  from  many  }?ears  of  experience  as 
teacher  of  children  and  youth,  and  feeling  and  realizing,  as  we 
know  she  does,  the  weighty  responsibilities  resting  upon  her 
while  in  the  discharge  of  her  duties  as  teacher,  we  think  the 
school  exceedingly  fortunate  that  is  permitted  to  enjoy  the  bene- 
fit of  her  large  fund  of  general  information. 

At  the  closing  examination  I  noticed  that  several  of  the  schol- 
ars were  absent,  yet  the  closing  exercises  were  very  creditable  to 
those  present. 

We  would  here  remark  that  parents  do  their  teacher  a  great 
injustice  and  their  children  a  great  wrong  by  alloving  them  to 
absent  themselves  from  their  school  aud  class  duties  the  last  few 
weeks  or  days  of  the  term.  Circumstances  may,  however,  some- 
times arise  that  renders  the  absence  of  a  scholar  excusable. 

Miss  Smith  remarks  in  her  register,  "This  school  posse>-e- 
material  to  make  one  of  the  best  schools  in  New  Hampshire. 
If  all  the  parents  were  aware  of  their  influence  and  .vould  unite 
in  effort  with  their  teachers,  better  success  would  follow." 

At  the  close  of  the  term  the  teacher  received,  as  a  token  of 
love  and  respect  from  her  scholars,  a  nice  cabinet  photograph 
album. 

Winter  term  of  eleven  weeks,  taught  by  .Miss  Hat  tie  ]-». 
Cogswell. 

At  my  first  visit  to  this  terra  I  was  pleased  to  find  the  room 
well  filled  with  some  forty  little  boys  and  girls  whose  ages 
ranged  from  five  to  fifteen  years,  many  of  them  having  a  very 
vague  idea  of  their  duties  in  the  school  room,  aud  others  real- 
izing and  comprehending  fully  the  great  importance  of  a  cor- 
rect use  of  the  rare  privileges  furnished  them.  I  also  found  a 
teacher  possessing  apparently  every  requisite  necessary  for  the 
position  she  had  assumed  except,  perhaps,  that  of  physical 
endurance.  On  that  point  I  had  some  misgivings.  Any  one 
that  has  had  charge  of  a  school  of  forty  scholars  and.  upward,  of 
all  ages,  all  dispositions  and  all  stages  of  advancement,  knows 
very  well  that  the  position  is  no  sinecure.  That  it  requires  a 
large  amount  of  tact,  native  ability  and  good  judgment  to  cany 
a  school  of  this  size  through  a  term  of  eleven  weeks  successfully 
is  very  apparent,  yet  with  the  hearty  cooperation  of  parents 
and  scholars  Miss  Cogswell  accomplished  the  task. 
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This  is  a  very  interesting  school.  Here  we  find  many  bright, 
keen,  inquiring  minds;  young  men  and  young  ladies  striving 
for  literary  advancement;  young  men  and  young  ladies  who 
have  learned  to  place  a  high  estimate  on  literary  attainments. 
on  intellectual  accomplishments. 

Circumstances  jjrevented  our  being  present  at  the  closing  ex- 
amination which  we  learned  was  attended  by  some  thirty  par- 
ents and  friends  of  the  school.  We  are  satisfied,  however,  from 
careful  inquiry  of  friends  of  the  school  that  the  term  was  a 
success;  that  Miss  Cogswell  has  justly  earned  an  enviable  repu- 
tation as  an  instructor  of  youth.

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  law.  we  herewith  sub- 
mit our  third  annual  report  of  the  condition  of  our  schools,  of 
their  progress  during  the  year  past,  and  their  wants  in  the 
future. 

There  have  been  thirty-two  terms  of  school  taught  in  seven- 
teen difierent  localities  the  past  year:  fifteen  summer  terms,  ten 
fall  terms  and  seven  winter  terms,  under  the  instruction  of  one 
male  and  seventeen  female  teachers. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  insubordination  requiring  the  inter- 
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position  of  the  school  board  on  the  part  of  any  scholar  in  town 
during  the  year.  The  kindest  of  feelings  have  apparently  ex- 
isted between  teachers  and  scholars. 

While  some  of  our  schools  have  not  attained  to  that  degree  of 
excellence  to  which  we  eould  have  wished,  yet  none  can  be  re- 
garded as  a  failure. 

We  have,  we  think,  been  very  fortunate  in  the  selection  and 
assignment  of  teachers  the  past  year;  with  one  exception  they 
are  all  residents  of  the  town,  and  in  many  eases  residents  of  the 
districts  in  which  they  taught,  and  with  the  exception  of  three 
they  have  had  more  or  less  experience — some  many  years. 

We  think  our  teachers  of  the  past  year  have  realized  fully  tin 
magnitude  of  the  responsibilities  resting  upon  them  as  instruc- 
tors of  the  youth  of  our  town,  and  have  discharged  those  duties 
acceptably  to  the  school  board,  and  we  hope  satisfactorily  to  the 
parents.  As  a  matter  of  course,  our  teachers  differ  in  efficienc}7,. 
adaptability  and  in  literary  attainments,  not  all  coming  up  to 
that  standard  of  thorough  rudimentary  knowledge  so  desirable 
in  teachers  of  our  small  district  schools;  yet  all  without  excep- 
tion seemed  to  have  labored  diligently  and  faithfully  for  the  ad- 
vancement of  their  pupils  rather  than  for  the  compensation  re- 
ceived. As  a  result  of  their  efforts  our  schools  are  making  sure 
and  satisfactory  advancement;  we  are  satisfied  there  is  a  grow- 
ing interest  no  only  on  the  part  of  the  children  but  with  the 
parents;  that  the  parents  more  readily  and  more  willingly  co- 
operate with  teacher  and  superintendent  in  their  efforts  to  im- 
prove and  better  the  condition  of  our  common  schools. 

We  have  made  no  change  in  text-books  the  past  year,  al- 
though there  are  some  that  have  been  in  use  the  full  time  re- 
quired by  statute,  and  ought  to  be  taken  out  of  our  schools  and 
replaced  by  more  recent  publications.  We  would  here  remark 
that  when  the  school  board  shall  decide  to  make  a  change  in  any 
of  the  text-books  now  in  use,  they  will  need  the  intelligent  and 
cheerful  co-operation  of  patents  and  guardians,  as  the  change 
when  made  will  be  for  no  other  reason  than  the  best  interests  of 
your  children. 

We  have  the  past  year  adopted  and  introduced  into  our 
schools  "Egglestoivs  History  of  the  United  States"  as  a  text- 
book and  as  a  supplementary  reading  book,  with  the  most  pleas- 
ing results;  the  teachers  in  every  instance  coinciding  with  the 
school  board  in  the  opinion  that  the  study  of  history  has  been  too 
long  and  too  generally  neglected  in  our  schools.  The  parents  with 
a  unanimity  and  willingness  very  commendable  have  rendered 
the  school  board  muJi  valuable  assistance  in  making  the  intro- 
duction general,  by  giving  the  effort  their  hearty  concurrence 
and  furnishing  their  children  with  the  necessary  books. 

We  would  again  call  your  attention  to  the  matter    of    absence 
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on  the  part  of  scholars;  absence  of  your  sons,  absence  of  yotu 
■daughters  from  class  recitations,  from  their  duties  as  members 
•of  the  school.-  According  to  the  teachers'  registers  there  has 
been  5798  half  day  absences  during  the  past  year,  amounting 
to  2  24-47  weeks  school  to  each  scholar  in  town. 

Parents  !  we  appeal  to  you  to  rectify  this  wrong  and  check 
this  needless  waste  of  valuable  time,  and  thereby  make  it  possi- 
ble for  our  teachers  to  much  more  effectually  discharge  their 
•duties  to  themselves  and  to  the  children  under  their  vara 

Before  closing  this  report  we  would  say  a  word  to  our  teachers 
in  relation  to  their  duties  and  responsibilities  as  guides  and  di- 
rectors of  the  children  and  youth  of  our  town.  We  would  have 
you,  in  the  first  place,  understand,  realize  and  comprehend  to  its 
fullest  extent,  the  important,  the  lasting  and  far  reaching  results 
of  your  labors  as  teachers ;  that  upon  you,  to  a  certain  extent, 
depends  the  future  of  our  town,  state  and  nation  ;  that  the  direc- 
tion, the  instruction,  the  counsel  that  you  will  give,  like  the 
ripple  on  the  surface  of  the  lake,  will  be  felt  to  the  most  distant 
snores  of  time;  that  you  are  in  a  large  degree  the  sculptors,  the 
architects  of  the  intellects, — the  characters  even,  of  those  rou- 
nded to  your  care.     What  a  responsibility  ! 

"We  would  have  you  realize  that  to  be  successful  in  the  school 
room,  you  must  be  thoroughly  qualified  to  instruct  in  the  differ- 
ent branches  pursued,  that  teaching  must  be  a  business,  a  duty 
and  not  a  pastime;  that  no  person  should  ever  appl}-  for,  or  ac- 
cept a  position  as  instructor  because  it  is  convenient,  or  for  the 
■compensation  he  receives;  he  should  have  a  higher,  a  nobler,  a 
grander  object  in  view. 

One  year  ago,  at  the  annual  town  meeting,  it  was  voted  to 
raise. the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  in  excess  of  what  the  law 
requires  for  the  benefit  of  our  schools.  It  wras  most  certainly  a 
move  in  the  right  direction,  and  we  earnestly  recommend  that 
the  town  take  no  backward  step  in  the  appropriation  of  means 
for  the  improvement  of  our  present  school  system,  for  the  enlarg- 
ing and  extending  the  facilities  for  a  thorough  education  to  the 
children  of  our  town.

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REPORT  OF  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

At  an  adjourned  meeting  the  school  district  voted  to  raise  six  hun- 
dred dollars  to  build  a  new  school-house  in  what  was  formerly  School 
District  No.  3,  one  hundred  dollars  to  paint  such  houses  as  required 
painting,  and  sixty  dollars  to  shingle  portions  of  the  school-houses  in 
the  Kelley  and  Pond  districts,  and  chose  the  school  board  to  expend 
the  same. 

In  accordance  with  the  votes  of  the  district,  the  committee  have 
caused  to  be  shingled  one-half  of  the  two  houses  named  above  at  an 
expense  of  $29.15.  They  have  also  caused  to  be  erected  a  new  house 
jn  what  was  formerly  School  District  No.  3,  at  an  expense  of  $603.12, 
(exceeding  the  appropriation  by  a  few  dollars,)  which  provides  for  the 
children  in  this  part  of  the  district  a  convenient,  comfortable  and  pleas- 
antly located  school  building. 

On  account  of  unfavorable  weather  during  the  Fall  months,  your  com- 
mittee decided  to  defer  the  painting  of  the  houses  for  one  year,  and, 
therefore,  have  used  none  of  the  appropriation  raised  for    that  purpose.
